Exciting a»i> Extbaordiiiaby Scene —A 
correspondent of the Philadelphia! Press with 
General Banks's army, gives the following 
graphic description of the panic among our 
troops and teamsters during the first day's 
fight near Mansfield, La.: 

It was one of those unaccountable events 
that no geDius or courage can control. I find 
it impossible to describe a scene so suddei 
and bewildering, although I was present, 
partly an actor, partly a spectator, and saw 
plainly everyitiug that took place. The btt- 
tle was progressing vigorously. The musket- 
ry firing wns loud and continuous, and hir- 
ing recovered lrom the danger experienced by 
RaE3om'6div:^ioo, we felt secure of the posi- 
tion. I was slowly riding alon<» the edge of 
a wood, conversing with a friend whoJtad 
just ridden up about the events and prospects 
of the day. We b;d drawn into tho side of 
the wood to slio.v an ammunition wagon to 
pF.se. and flt'ioi IRQ many were observed going 
to ih« rear, anrae on foot and some on horse- 
bock, we regarded it as an occurrence fa- 
miliar to ever) battle, and it occasioned noth- 
ing bnt a passing remark. I noticed that 
most of those thus wildly riding to the rear 
were negroes, hangers-on, and serving-men, 
for cow that we have gone so deeply into this 
vebolding country every non-commissioned 
cthcer has a servant, and every servant a mule. 
These people were tho first to show any pioic, 
but their „. along the road gave only 
amusement u the soldiers, who pelted thetn 
with stonep, and whipped their flying animals 
with sticks to increase their speed. Suddenly 
there was a rush, a shout, the crashing of 
trees, the breaking down ot rails, the rush and 
scamper of men. It was as sudden as though 
a thunderbolt had fallen among us, and set 
the pines on fire. What cau3od it, or 
when it commenced, no oue knew. I 
turned to try companion to inquire 
the reason of this extraordinary proceed- 
ing, but before he h»d the chance to reply 
we found curatives swallowed up, as it were, 
in a bi6sing, seething, bubbling whirlpool of 
agitated men. Wo could not avoid the cur- 
rent; we could not stem it; and, if we hoped 
to live in that mad company, we must ride 
with the re st of them. Our line of battle had 
giveaway. General Banks took off his htt 
and implored bis men torcmaia; his stiff offi- 
cers did the paiae, bnt it was of no avail. Tnen 
the General drew his sabre and endeavored to 
rally his men, but they would not listen. Be- 
hind him the rebels wcro shouting and ad- 
vancing. Their inmket balls filled tho air 
with that strange, file-rasping sound that war 
has made familiar to our figntiag men. The 
teams were abandoned by the drivers, the 
traces bat, atcl the ftnima!3 ridden off by the 
frightened men. Bareheaded riders rode 
with a^ony in their faces, and for at 
least ten minutes it seemed as if we 
were going to destruction together. It was 
my fortune to see the first battle of Bull Run, 
and to be Err.oDg these who made that cele- 
brated midnight retreat 'toward Washington. 
The retreat of the 4>.h division was as much 
a route as that of the fitst Federal army, 
with the exception that fewer men were en- 
gaged, and our men fought here with a valor 
that was cot shown on that serious, sad, 
mock-heroic day in July. We role nearly 
twomiles in thfs madcap way. nntil on the 
edge of a ravine, which might formerly have 
been a bayou, we found Emory's division 
drawn up in line. Our retreating men fell 
beyond this liue, and Emory prepared to meet 
the rebele. They came with a rush, and as 
the shades of night ciept over the tree tops, 
they encountered onr awn. Emory fired three 
rourdi ard the rerels retreated. This endod 
ht, leaving the Federals master*. Night 
»ad the paraljz'ng iftVct of tho stampede upon 
our airrn, maoe pursuit impossible. The en- 
emy fell bac'.t, taking with them some of ihe 
wapors 'tat were left, and a number of the 
guns that were abandoned. 

In the heart of London there is a church 
where, to this day, in pursuance of some old 
bequest, on Easter Tuesday the rector preaches 
what is callnl 'he "Flower sermon," which is 
alwfjs nhont flowers, ar.d the peoole who 
come to bear it bring bouquets of flowers in 
their hands.

THE FUTUBB OF SLA VEST. 

"I claim not to have controlled events, but 
confess plainly events have controlled me. 
Now, at the end of three years' struggle, the 
nation's condition is not what either party or 
any man devised or expected. God alone can 
claim it. Whither it is tending seems plain. 
If God now wills the removal of a great 
wrong (African slavery ), and wills also that 
we of the North, as well as you of the South, 
shall pay fairly for our complicity in that 
wrong, impartial history will find therein 
new cause to attest and revere the justice and 
goodness of God." — Extract from President 
Lincoln* letter to A. G. Hodges, Esq., Frank- 
fort, Ky , dated April i, 180-4. 

In the above quoted letter Mr. Lincoln sol- 
emnly ascribes to God bis efforts at the aboli- 
tion of slavery in the United States; and he 
thinks the tendency of future events in rela- 
tion thereto seems plain: "That they must 
result in the removal of a great wrong and 
in new cause to attest and revere the justice 
and goodness of God." That all this will 
eventually be realized is freely and frankly 
admitted; but it must also be allowed that no 
sincere-minded Christian will attempt to 
change or contradict God's revealed will as 
contained in the Holy Scriptures. Now, in 
reference) to slavery, we read in the proohecies 
yet to be fulfilled that when our Saviour 
Gbiist comes to judge the earth and establish 
a new order of things, "the Kings of the earth, 
and the great men, and the rich men, and the 
chief captains, and the mighty men, and every 
bondman, and every free man, hid themselves 
in the dens and in the rocks of the mountains; 
And said to the monntains and rocks. Fall on 
us, and bide us from the face of Him that 
sitteth on the throne, and from the wrath of 
the Lamb: For the great day of His wrath 
is come; and who shall be able to stand?" — 
Rev. vi, 15, 17. 

Now the day of God's wrath Is yet to come; 
we read in God's revealed Word, that when 
it does come, tho terror of the bondman will 
bo equal to that of the freeman. The bondman 
is thus specially mentioned as being a 
prominent and conspicuous personage oa that 
great and dreadful day. It is clear that if 
slavery is abolished now, it must be restored 
again previous to the time mentioned in 
prophecy, otherwise there can be no bondman 
to hide in terror from God's wrath: bnt that 
there will be bondmen on that day, is certain, 
or God would not have said so, through his 
prophet St. John. 

The terms bondman and freeman are clearly 
made use of in these scriptures, according to 
their literal meaning; for a terrible maledic- 
tion is pronounced against any one "who shall 
take away from the words of the book of this 
prophecy;" and also against any one who 
shall add unto them; thus showing that the 
words of tho prophecy have been carefully 
weighed, and solemnly decreed in the councils 
of the Most High, and we are required to ex- 
pect their literal and exact fulfilment. 

It may be asserted that slavery may be 
abolished and then afterwards restored, so as 
to be in existence at the period referred to in 
prophecy. Such a contingency is barely pos- 
sible, bnt it is hardly probable. 

It is hard to reduce a race of people accus- 
tomed to freedom of action to the restraints of 
slavery ; and it would bo infinitely more cru- 
el, more unjustifiable, and more unchristian, 
to subject a previously free people to slavery 
than it would be to retain in bondage a peo- 
ple who, for many generations, have lived in 
slavery and become adapted to it in all thuir 
habits, their social relations, aod their mea- 
tal characteristics. Iadeed, such a people, 
never having known freedom, do not know 
their loss; but the greatest cruelty that could 
be used against them is to turn them loose upon 
the worlu te take care of themselves, when 
their habits of dependency have totally unfitted 
them for a life that requires self-exertion, con- 
stant care, and active forethought. Toe sta- 
tistics show that one third of the negroes col- 
lected in the contraband camps on tne Missis- 
sippi river die annually. These poor crea- 
tuies would have lived in good health had 
they remained on the plantations where their 
hemes were: but, having been liberated by 
Mr. Lincoln s proclamation and collected in 
the contraband camps, it is exceedingly ques- 
tionable, on looking at their enormous mor- 
tality, whether their freedom has bse.i ap- 
proved by God's blessing, or vijiced by His 
judgment upon them. 

In God's prophecies the bondman is again 
mentioned as playing a prominent part inthe 
last days. Before the closa of the present gen- 
tile dispensation, there is to arise a personal 
Antichrist, called by theologians The Anti- 
christ, who is to be overthrown at the Battle 
of Armageddon by Christ, who descends from 
heaven, to set up his kingdom on earth and 
tetablibh the millennium; of course all these 
events are yet iu the future; how far off, how- 
ever, none of us can say; seme persons expect 
them to occur before the next ten years ex- 
pile; many others think some time will elapar 
before they occur; but, most persons of all 
expel all thoughts of snch subjects from thefc 
minds, consoling themselves with the reflec- 
tion "that sufficient unto tho day is the evil 
thereof." Tho connection of slavery, how- 
ever, with future events, great and momentous 
events toe — is not a matter of speculation, but 
of literal revelation from God himself. In 
the prophecies we read of The Anti-christ, 
his lalte rrophet, and their doings; that 
the false prophet "causeth ths earth and 
them that dwell therein to worship the 
first beast, whose deadly wound was healed— 
(t. e. The Antichrist). And he doath gr«j.t 
wenders, so that to maketli fire comu dowa 
frem heaven on the earth in the sight of men, 
and deceiveth them that d»'oll on the earth 
by the means of those miracles wnich be had 
power to do in the sight of the bean ; And be 
had power to give lite unto the image of tho 
bcnst, that the* image of the beast should both 
speak, »»d eatue tliat s< osny m would not 
worship the image of the beast should l» kill- 
ed. And he causeth all, both email andgreat, 
rich tad poor, hikk and bokii, to receive a 
mark ia the right hand, or in their foreheads; 
And that no man might bay or sell (i. e. any- 
thing whatever, not even family eup.dies, 
clottiing, provisions, and such things as were 
necessary for their daily support), save he 
that had the mark of the beast or the number 
of his name. Here 13 wisdom. Let him 
1 but bath understanding count the num- 
ber of the beast; for it is the cumber of 
a man; and his number is six hundred 
threescore end fix."— (Rev. xiii. 12—18). 

The bondmen must constitute both a numer- 
ous and important class, to be Mull specially 
mentioned. This Antichrist and bis false 
prophet are taken at tho battle of Arm tged- 
don, and the free and bond are slain with ter- 
rific slaughter. The Scriptures narrate the 
final scene in the following language: "And 
I saw an angel standing in the sun; and he 
cried, with a loud voice, saying to all the 
fowls that fly in the raidst ot Heaven, come, 
and gather yourselves together unto the sup- 
per of the great God, that ye may eat of the 
fkfch of kings, and ihe flesh of captains, and 
the flesh ot mighty men, and the flesh of 
horses, and of them that sit on them, and the 
fleth of all mm, both free and bond, both 
email and great. And I saw the beast, and 
the kings ot the earth, and their armie?, gath- 
ered together to make war against bira tn*t 
8»t on tho horee (see verses U-16J and 
uguirst his army. And the beast wus taken, 
and with bim the false prophet that wrought 
miracles before him, with which be deceived 
item that bad received the mark of the beait, 
and them that worshipped his image. These 
both were csst alive into a lake of firo burn- 
ing with brimstone. And the remnant wrre 
slam with the sword of bim that eat upjn the 
horse, which sword proceeded out of bis 
mouth; and all tho fowls were filled with 
tbeir flesh."— (Rev. zlt.j 17—21.) 

This same Battle of Armageddon, accord- 
itg to taatiy sound commentators, is described 
in tbo jrophecy of Ez^-kiel xxxviii.xixix: 
The Antichrist is accompanied to battle by 
tatior.s descended ftom Japhet, or Earopeaas; 
"Persia, Icdians, Ethiopia, and Libya with 
them; all of them with shield and hemlet." 
The slaughter of this battle is stated to be so 
great as to occupy the victorious people "seven 
months in burying the dead, that they may 
cleanse the land." As in Revelation, the 
fowls of the air are called to eat the flesh of 
the Blain. The identity of this oattle in Ezek- 
ial, and the great battle of God's wratQ in 
Revelation, has never been doubted, so far as 
we are informed. 

In Ddniel xi. 43, the Antichrist and his ovsr- 
throw in battle are described ; and the ptophot 
6tates: "and the Libyans and the Ethiopians 
shall be at bis steps." These nations are the 
only ones mentioned by Daniel as accompa- 
nying the array ot tho Antichrist. As soon 
as this Antichrist is overthrown "he shall 
come to bis end and none shall help him.' 
The prophet continues the prophecy by intro- 
ducing an account of the millennium, which, 
he states, will commence "at that time." Thus 
is this battle in Daniel identified wah the cat- 
tle of Aimsgeddon -a Reve:atton. In bo'.h 
Daniel and Ezekit-1 the Ethiopians and Lioy- 
sns are stccialiy mtnt oned as ft tending the 
Antichrist to batt \ while ia Revelation the 
Sams Antichrist is said to be a.teadei 
by "both bond and free." The most 
natural and reafonable inference that can 
be dr-wn (torn these statements is that 
"the Ethiopians and Libyans," and "the 
bondmtn," referred toby tte different pro- 
phets, me one and the eame race of pecple. 
I ts- weid Libya is defined by Lemptiere as 
follows: "In its widest sense the name of 
Libya was need to signi y the whole of A fri- 
ca. * There was, towev.r, a panicuUr district 
to which this namebelonged geographic* ly, 
which lay onlh coast ot the Medi'erraDean, 
frem Egypt to the crea-er Syrtis, extending 
itilatd indtfinitely; • s inolud nj thi 
dttf rf, corresponding in a prett meaiuri- to 
the desert of Sahara." Thus L bvaus -. d 
Eihieplans, as used by the pn pbels, are tbt 
sume rsce of people, lino w a to x as Au.c--s, 



and these are the bondmen several times 
mentioned in Revelation. If this view 
is correct, then African slaves are to play 
a prominent part in the days of The Anti- 
christ, and are doomed to slaughter in his 
great battles. We do not see how any other 
conclusion can be drawn from the quoted 
texts; and if no other can be, then the proba- 
bilities are that these terrific events ' of the 
latter days" will occur in our country. For 
it shonld be remembered that legalized bindaqt 
(not oppression and despotism) does not exist 
in «ny country in Europe or in any other 
country in the world;of power, prominence, 
and civilisation, except the United States. 
Hence this country is the only prominent 
country where "the londmanj' and especially 
t be African bondman, can be found. And ac- 
cording to the revealed Will of God, "the 
bondman" will be found mingled ia all the 
industrial relations of life with the free maa 
when our Saviour Christ comes to jrtdge 
mankind. 

In tracing from Holy Writ this narrative, it 
is not with any design of upholding slavery, 
but simply to show that God's decrees and 
revealed will can be traced out only from the 
Bible; and furthermore to maintain that the 
decrees of God will certainly and surely be 
fulfilled without regard to human opposition. 

Nor has any effence been offered to Mr. 
Lincoln; for, notwithstanding his efforts to 
ftbolish slavery, we have clearly proved either 
that those efforts will fail altogether from be- 
ing p*rematnre and forced, or that it is God's 
purpose and will that slavery, if now abol- 
ished, shall be revived again. Hence it is not 
for ns, frail, short- trrrh ted, human mortals, to 
attribute our actiohs to God, when there ex- 
ists no evidence of God's approval of them.

The Senate adopted an amendment to the 
National Cnrrency Ac», preventing any asso- 
ciation under the act of holding real estate lor 
anv longer period than five years. 

The amendment offered by Mr. Conn?s3to 
tbe $25,000,000 appropriation bill, giving the 
President power to continue the services of 
troopB celled out for one hundred days tor six 
rrontbs, was rtjected by 2j asiiust 11. Tne 
bi:l would have passed but for the lack of a 
quorum on the final vote. 

Tbe report ot the Csmmittee of Investiga- 
tion cn the Fort Pillow barbarities siys: 
Among the witnesses who were examined is 
a negro who was buried alive and dug him- 
self out of his own grave. There is no doubt 
of tho feet that one or more persons were 
nailed through their flesh to pieces of wood 
and then burnt alive. Not only on the day 
of eorrender were snch fiendish acts puroe- 
traled, but tbe next day, in cold blood. Some 
Of tho victims Ecen by the committee were 
sorc-eytd and cut in the face and eyes with 
bayonets and swords, while other parts of 
their bodies were smashed and disfigured, 
either by steel or lcid. 

The Star sajs a cavalry expedition sent out 
from Vienna last Thursday, under command 
of Col. Lowell, retursed to that place yester- 
day, a fier having visited Leesburg, Ricterto wo, 
aod Upperville. Near Upperville a portion 
of Mcsfcy's guerilla band wss encountered, 
wben a sharp fight ensued, which resulted in 
a loss to the rebels of two killed and four 
wounded, and twenty-three prisoners. Low- 
ell lost three killed and tour wounded. Low- 
ell rtlun.ed safely to Vienna with twenty 
three prisoners captured from Mos'oy, also 
three blockade runners, twenty-five horses, 
and a large quantity ot wool, tobac-o, and 
other contraband gcods.

PED, FLANKED, AND OUTGENERALED. 

Cahdis, April IT, 18£4. 

Our forces crossed the Little Missouri at 
Elk in s Ferry, where the rebels had a liue of 
breastworks oa the hill commanding tho bot- 
tom. After a sharp skirmish we drove the 
rebels off, who fell back to Prairie D Ana. 
We waited here to be joined by Thayer. 
Heavy rains set ia so that tbe river had to be 
bridged, aad the bottoms corduroyed to get 
the reinforcements across. Out army then 
proceeded to meet the enemy at their chosen 
and fortified position at Prairie D'Aan. They 
bad been six months fortifying there, and had 
a line of rifle-pits and epaulments for gans ia 
barbette one and a half miles lone. This 
was bidden by a belt of timber along a creek, 
and commanded the Washington and Camden 
road and other approaches. Gen. Steele felt 
of them cautiously, ascertained their position 
exactly, extended his rightsoasto flank their 
fortifications, and would have cut them to 
pieces by an enfilading fire, had not Dad 
Price, who cemmanded the rebels in person, 
got np and dnsted toward Washington. The 
fighting for a while was brisk, but when the 
rebels saw their position was uncovered, they 
incontinently skedaddled. 

Arkadelphia, Washington, and Camden form 
a triangle, and tbe military road noon which 
we travelled was on tbe line to Washington, 
and from thance direct to Sbreveport By 
glancing at the map you will see that we were 
forty miles west of Camden and within a few 
hours' march ot Washington. 

Camden is strongly fortified, having nine 
forte, on commanding heights, well laid out 
and built. The wood is cut for^miles around, 
snd all approaches to the place capable of be- 
ing well defended. Price snpposed that Gen. 
Steele was goicg directly to Shreveport, by 
way of Washington, and moved his army 
from Camden to Washington. After the fight 
at Prairie D'Ann, Gen. Steele pursued the 
rebels a few miles towaid Washington, then 
suddenly turned and pushed for Camden. 
Price saw his error and Started for Camden 
also. Then commenced a race for the position. 
Marmaduke got in front, and Dockery in the 
rear, endeavoring to delay and impede us, on 
the middle aad aorth roads, notll Price with 
his commaad could reach the fortifications at 
Cemden by the south road. There was con- 
tinuous and severe skirmishing, but that eve- 
ning our forces marched fifteen miles and the 
next day twenty-five, entering Camden, 
diiving Marmaduko from position to position 
until he fled for good and aye. 

Cahdss, Ajr'.l 17. 

Dear Sir: We are here and without much 
lots. General Steele took matters coolly, and 
when he decided on taking any point or po- 
sition he took it. We were bushwhacaei, at- 
tacked in tbe rear, front ana fiauk, by rebel 
cavalry with twelve pieces of artillery, yet 
onr loss, including the tights at Little Missou- 
ri, Prairie D'Ann, and on tbe march here, has 
not been over 200. The rcbol loss has been 
much greater, es part of the time we drove 
them. Our rearguard, under Rice, had severe 
ssirmisbing on tbeTerre Noir. He is a trump, 
ALd thrashed Cabell beautifully. I was with 
him at the engagement ou tbe Little Missouri, 
and there be caused Mr. Marmaduke to oil 
himself and elide cut. Gen. Rice had hisscalp 
plowed up, and a piece carried away by a can- 
ister shot. 

Tbe affair at Prairie D'Ann was tbe most 
brilliant display ot military movements I ever 
beheld. Imagine a line three miles in length 
on a beautiful prairie, when the fresh grass 
wes growing; the cavalry on the flanks, a re- 
setve column of adivi=ion; the rays of a bril- 
liant sun gleaming on thousands of muskets, 
and fla-bing from sabres, ftod you can form 
an iden of what we saw. Gen. Steele ex- 
tended his right so as to flaak their fortifica- 
tlc.rs on tbe edge of tbe prairie, a mile and a 
half in length, wherenpon Father Price found 
that be had received an order from Kirby 
Smith to dcclino battle and retreat to Shreve- 
port. 

Later —We are here in tho strong fortifica- 
tions of the enemy, who has been whipped 
when he showed fight, and outwitted when he 
showed strategy, if Price had not been fooled 
to eviicuate Camden, be could have kept us at 
bay for a long time. There are nine fotts 
beie nnd other mear.s of defense, which would 
have enabled a small force to hold it against 
superior numbers. Price let it go, being as 
badly fooled in tbe intentions of General 
Steele as ever he was ia his life. 

Our frieads are well. Rice was slightly 
wounded. Colonel Manter enjoyed the tiling 
hugely, and was in his element. He was bora 
for war, and was as cool as tbe nights here in 
the sunny South. Capt, Wheeler, Sokalski, 
snd all the Msj or- General's staff afforded effi- 
cient service. Tbl3 is a most important point, 
and we will hold it for all time. 

A fine large boat, the Homer, was at Cam- 
den just before our forces took the place. She 
got off, bnt General Steele sent a force down 
acd captured her thirty miles below. 

rKOM ST. DOM1NQO. 
[Correspondence of the New York Tlmesl. 
Havana, Monday, April 18, 1861. 

The Spanish accounts from Si. Domingo 
rnako meution of another brilliant victory 
over thu Domioicaus at Puerto Plata, on the 
27th nit. The latter having assembled all 
tb- ir forces in that direction, made an attack 
opon tbe church, which has been altered by 
the Spaaiatds into a fortress, but were re- 
pulsed by the Spanioh troops, leaving, say the 
above mentioned accounts, 200 dead upon the 
field ot battle, whilst tbe loss of the Spaniards 
was only three killed, twenty- live wouuded, 
and forty slightly hurt. 

The news was brought by the merchant 
steamer Cataluna, which arrived at this port 
on ti e 11th inst., having left St. Domingo oa 
the 2d, with 4P0 invalided soldiers on board. 
The Spanish troops in the engagement at 
Put rto Plata were commanded by Brigalier 
Palance, an officer who has lately come over 
from Spain, and who obtained a high reputa- 
tion in Cochin China for bravery. 

By the same steamer we are informed th at 
all was quiet at Azua and in tbe southern 
pert et the insurrectionary district. Toe now 
Oai tain- General of San Daminio, Gtndara, 
bad anived und took possession of the reias 
of government on the 30th of lost month, bis 
predecessor, Vargas, leaving immediately ia 
the war steamer Isabel la Oatolica for Santiago 
de Cube, where be landed on tbe 4th inst 

The same steamer brought from San Do- 
mingo tbe shattered remains of the regiments 
Flepana and Harbana, who are to ba reorgan- 
ized and to form a part of the expedition now 
preparing, which is Cestined to beseutagainst 
Monte Cnsti, iu San Domingo. 

With tbe excep'ion of the expedition against 
Monte Cristi, it is very doubtful whether the 
Spaniards, even if successful in their attempts 
on that place, will undertake anything fur- 
ther against tbe insurgents during the Bum- 
mer. The official accounts acknowledge to 
2,000 sick in the hospitals here, in Cuba, from 
tbe aimy in St. Domingo, without reckoning 
these ibat have been sent to Port Rico. 

I have beard that the troops who remain in 
St. Domingo will bo employed, during the 
bummer, in erecting a line of forts on the d«y- 
tien frontier, sobs to prevent the introduction 
Ot any effects from that quarter, and, also, fol- 
lowing cut the ancient Roman plan, keop the 
eoldiets employed in making military roads 
from one extremity o. ihe Spanish part of the 
island to the other. 

A government order has been issued by the 
Captain-Geiti ral of St. Domiogo for tbe sale 
of property belonging to insurgents, or tothose 
rending abrcaa who assist them. Also noti- 
fying the various municipalities and district 
authorities to seize the property of all individ- 
uals that may happen to be ia the* insurrec- 
tionaiy disincts, whatever may De the reason 
tbrit tbey happen to be there. 

The Admiral ot the Spanish West India 
Heet and General Rivera have gone to Santia- 
go de Cuba, to superintend the expedition that 
is being g»t ready to operate,- against Monte 
Cristi. 

The French mail steamer Floride, of the St. 
Nr-.eaire line, arrived a few davs ago at Santi- 
ago de Cuba, on ber way to Vera Cm from 
the French West India^slands. 

Prince Bonaparte was still at Martinique, 
receiving much attention from tbe principal 
inhabitants of the colony. In one of his ex- 
cursions about Fort de France lately be re- 
ceived a fall from his horse, by which his life 
was said to have been endangered. 

The Government was inviting the yonng 
men of the island to form a company of vol- 
unteers, intended for the army in Mexico, 
similar to others which had been already 
loimed there, the members cf which, having 
teived their time, were now on their way 
home. Tne Govemer of the Colony, in his 
appeal, reters lo a despatch from tne Com- 
mander-in-Chief' of the French army in Mex- 
ico, authorizing him to form a company, and 
pit ft - tuuch re liance on the patriotism of the 
young meD of Martinique. 

The cuemouy of laying the f i rat stone of a 
diy dcck tor repairing vessels at Fort de 
FiaDCe icok placeat the end of last month, at 
wbich were present the authorities and Prince 
Bonaparte, who hod been specially invited. 

An eccentric man, Norman Chaffee, die! 
last week in South Wilbrahatn, MassacSu- 
getta. Twelve years ago he began to prepare 
for death by making hiB own coffin, which he 
always afterwards kept in his house. He 
rrjude it himself, sawing the boards in Ms own 
sawmill. He also dug his own grave two 
yeais ngo, walled and cemented -it, prepared a 
large stone to cover it, aud erected a monu- 
m -nt (.nitably inscribed, leaving a blank to 
be fi IU d with the date ot bis death. His wife 
survived bim only five days, bat he had made 
xo arrangements for her burial.

|»a?~There is growling in Dixie and the suf- 
fering people begin to see that the high of- 
ficials have duped them, and are feathering 
tbeir own nests, while all the reei mast fight 
and starve. As an index of the public mind, 
tbe following frem tbe Richmond Enquirer, 
addressed to Jeff D/avis, is significant: 

Sir: A wise and msgnanimons Chief Mag- 
istrate will not turn a deaf ear to the well- 
meant snggestions of the humblest citizen; 
and, therefore, I address these linos directly 
to you, that you may judge, yourself, free 
from the intervention o! any one else, what- 
ever. 

1 will not speculate upon the probable results 
of tbe loss of Richmond and East Tennessee, 
and Northern, Eastern, and Western North 
Carolina; but I think I can see very clearly 
bow Richmond and Virginia may he defended 
and held by our armies, aad I look forward to 
the happiest results from such a consumma- 
tion. 

We have arms and ammunition in abun- 
dance, and men enough, and there is food 
enough in the country, in my opinioa. If 
this he so, and the whole world mast sooner 
or later know it — if it be really so — then if 
Richmond and Vi'ginia be not successfally 
defended, an awful responsibility must res', 
somewhere. 

I believe we have not only food soffi slant 
for the men and horses, but that there is ample 
railroad transportation to place it in Virginia, 
where it is moat needed. I have seen two 
thousand heavy packages of goods exposed 
for sale at a single auction; lawns selling at 
fifty dollars per yard that were not worth fifty 
cents, and, studying the subject, I found the 
secret of- the scarcity and high prices of pro- 
visions. I found that no Government could 
compete with banded speculators, realizing 
such profits. They can afford to pay express 
companies and railroad companies ten times 
the freight paid by Government. Every day 
I see express wagoDS filled with heavy pack- 
ages of provisions at the doors of the depart- 
ments and bureaus in this city; and I infer 
that the favored officers (non-combating) have 
plenty, even if the soldiers, wading through 
firo and blood, are kept for months on short 
rations. 

These things are seen and known by tho 
soldiers, who are still patient and patriotic. 
It is true, thousands of dollars are expended 
in advertising that expre-rs agents will carry 
food to the army — thanks to their patronizing 
omnipotence. But the parents ot the soldiers 
will not send it unless they can be present 
and deliver it themselves. 

But the remedy. I would hnmhly suggest 
to your Excellency the neressity of extermi- 
nating speculation in food and raiment. Let 
the Government take the entire surplus of 
these indispensable articles into its own keep- 
ing, as it has taken the entire population ot 
certain ages. Then make everything give 
way to Government freight, and accumulate 
in Virginia not only enough for the army, 
but for the families ef the eo'.diers, etc. Noth- 
ing conld be easier or more simple. Let the 
surplus products be paid for at Bchedule 
prices, and sold at the same, the army being 
provided for, and there will be no more specu- 
lation. Your Excellency knows how sait bag 
been supplied ia Virginia; everything aeedful 
can be supplied ia the same way, and we 
could maintain the war for fifty years. 

I trust your Excellency will listen to aword 
ae to me . They are not to be sopp'.ied by a 
few cle- s from the department. Iadeed, it 
wtuld 1 a crying injustice, such as would as- 
'cendi . thunder to Heaven, to remove some 
of ib' oi — those who have left house and land, 
and forsaken all for the cause, having here 
parents, little Bisters, and brothers depending 
cn tbeir salaries for a scanty subsistence. No, 
remove only those who cannot make affidavit 
that they have no other means of supporting 
those dependent en tbem but their salaries, 
and ibis will reach a large per cent. But look 
nauowiy to the non-commissionod officers 
here, who are patronized by the express wag- 
ons; young men, red-faced and robust and 
rich, who go about boasting their ability to 
keep their cleiks, in spite- of law and order — 
lock for these in all the departments and bu- 
reaus; ay, even in Iho Conscription Depart- 
ment itst-lf, and the besom need not be idle. 

Tbe community is disaffected by seeing 
these starred and striped gentry in "soft 
places" while those near and dear to them are 
driven like sheep to the slaughter — Camp Leo 
—and the officers and soldiersio the field may 
grow discontented. Let even-handed justice 
be done. And, with God's blessing (which 
we will have then, for we shall have duserved 
it), tbe host of the invader will be broken 
and utterly dispersed. We have tho men and 
ibe means to end the war gloriously this year, 
audi know yonr Excellency is as deeply in- 
terested in bringing about such a result as 
any man in tbe Confederacy. It is in the 
power of your Excelleacy.

'1 • 
bad gone heme, he said, to enjoy his bri- f 
furlough, suffering from a slight sickness, 
wLic h be attributed to ft cold. Bat it proved 
to bo tbe tmall pox, and the disease, caught 
frem bim, attacked in succession his tallnr, 
mether, brother, nnd sifter. He recovered, 
bnt not before bis father, mother, and brother 
had fallen victims to the fearful scourge, and 
the only lemniniog member of his family, his 
eisrtr, was lying at the point of death when 
he recovered tufficiently to rejoin bis regi- 
me nt. Tho poor boy seemed almost com- 
pletely broken-hearted, and none who heard 
his story could withhold iheir symoatbv and 
compassion for him. — Columbus Journal.

•A difficulty has sprung up between 
the War Department and some of the volun- 
teer regiments, who were the first to respond 
to the call of President Lincoln in April, 1861 > 
as to the time when their three year service 
cIoecs. They first agreed to serve for three 
months, and subsequently enlisted for three 
years, with the understanding that the previ- 
ous three months should be deducted from the 
longer term. There seems to be no doubt 
that this promise was distinctly made by gome 
recruiting officers, but at the time very little 
was thought of it, for no one imagined that 
the rebellion would be prolonged beyond its 
first summer. There are fifteen Pennsylvania 
regiments which regard their time as having 
expired, and, as the War Department refuses 
to recognize the promises made by the recruit- 
ing officers, there is of course much dissatis- 
faction, and the Legislature passed a resolu- 
tion requesting their discharge by the Presi- 
dent. .We have a letter from the 11th Ohio, 
now at Ringgold, Georgia, which makes the 
same complaint, and we presume there are 
troops from nearly every loyal State which are 
in the same predicament. This is certainly un- 
fortunate, but it seems to us that the brave fel- 
lows who are now in the front at a critical 
time, when the long impending blow is about 
to be struck, ought not to be captious and 
raise difficulties which will embarrass their 
officers, impair their efficiency, and bring dis- 
credit upon their States. We know that there 
are many who are deeply solicitous to be at 
borne to attend te their spring farming, but 
when they distinctly understand that the War 
Department fixes their three years' service 
from the date of their muster-in, and not of 
their original enlistment, they will know 
that dissatisfaction is unsoldier-like, and is 
the germ which may lead to insubordination 
and mutiny. It is not of particular impor- 
tance whether the difficulty arises from not 
counting the three months of service, or the 
time between enlistment and mustering; the 
main thing to consider is that any lukewarm- 
ness exhibited now mnst bs construed into an 
unwillingness to serve the country at a time 
of imminent need. Were the question put 
directly to the members of the volunteer 
regiments, who think their time has expired, 
whether they would leave the field with the 
sound of rebel cannon booming in their 
ears; when Grant is about to advance upon 
Bicbmond, or Sherman upon the Confeder- 
ate army of the Southwest, it would be 
met by an indignant negative. Necessity 
demands that they should remain, and all 
history shows that they wou'd cover them- 
selves with contempt if they did not do so. 
The refusal of the New York militia to cross 
the Canadian frontier, in the war of 1812, and 
the conduct of seme three months' regiments, 
which left the field of Bull Run, in July, 
1861, because their three months' service hud 
expired, are still remembered, with a painful 
regret that patriotic duty should have been 
forgotten. 

It is, however, very cheap for journalists to 
find fault at the manifestations of dissatisfac- 
tion which are evinced when men, who have 
absented themselves from home three years and 
have been joyfully looking forward to the re- 
turn of April as the period of their discharge, 
unexpectedly find themselves pressed, as it 
were, into continued service for a further term 
of two or three months. But human nature 
is the same everywhere, and we do not think 
it possible for any one, no matter how deeply 
he may be imbned with the spirit of patriot- 
ism, to submit to such a disappointment with- 
out repining. If they are amenable to cen- 
sure, however, it comes with an ill grace from 
those who have remained at home in secure 
ease though in lusty health, while they are 
well aware that their country has called re- 
peatedly for every able-bodied man. Our 
hope U that a high and chivalric sense of 
duty will impel all the veteran volunteer or- 
ganizations to remain in the field until the 
campaign has been brought to a close They 
Should reflect that our rebel enemies have no 
choice in the matter; they are forced into the 
ranks by a ruthless proscription, and they are 
retained in the service by the most severe com- 
pulsory means, if they express any disinclina- 
tion to remain or assert any right to be dis- 
charged. The men who have perilled all for 
the Union of their love and the old flag of 
their devotion will not leave their task but 
half accomplished and slink-home like cravens 
at the very moment when the long roll is re- 
echoing from the Potomac to the Tennessee, 
and its music thrills to the very soul of the 
conntry which is awaiting the result 
of the impending crash of arms. "Once 
more unto the breach, dear friends;" one more 
proud effort, and remember: 

Theeyeacf all nations aro enr-erly (razing, 
The flag of our cr.uutry 11. -a * proudly an high, 
On, on to the conflict, where glory Is blazing, 
Our Flag end our Country ! H« conquer or Die! 

Since the article above was written the tele- 
graph has announced the President's assur- 
ance to Gov. Curtin that the Pennsylvania 
Reserves shall be mustered out at the expira- 
tion of three years from the time they entered 
the State service without regard to the time of 
their muster-in. The despatch says they will 
go heme to recruit and re-enlist, but if these 
50.CC0 veteran troops leave Gen. Grant at this 
juncture we shall be greatly disappointed. 
They never could be regarded as good soldiers 
in the fu'ure, if they should desert the ser- 
vice now, and to leave the Army of the Po- 
tomac on the very eve of the stirring events 
expected, would be desertion, disguise it 
under what plausible name they may. For 
the honor of the Keystone State, which has 
been so nobly upheld through the war, we 
trust that its reserves will not show any re- 
Serve on the question of remaining to en- 
counter the enemy. 

The Journal admits that our Saturday's 
leader was a good enough argumcntuft ad horn- 
inem. — Louisville Frets. 

No, we expressly denied that it was good at 
all. We distinctly Bhowed that it was en- 
tirely worthless. The Press continues: "Still 
it pretends that the whole affair was irrel- 
evant, because we did not in that same 
article prove up the correctness of the consti- 
tutional views contained in Mr. Lincoln's 
letter.' ' No, we showed that the argument fell 
to the ground, because you did not prove that 
■we had ever sanctioned the doctrine in dis- 
pute. We did not say that the argument was 
irrelevant, but that the facts you adduced to 
support it were irrelevant, which left the 
argument without any support. We beg to 
remind the new organ, whose logic appears 
to be as crude as its politics, that "a good 
enough argumentum ad hominem" can never 
be irrelevant. A good argument of any sart 
is always relevant. So do not keep back 
your good arguments from any fear3 on 
thi3 score. Possibly if the organ had 
comprehended the nature of the argument it 
was trying to establish it would not have 
mRde the trial. "Look before you leap." 
Think before yon try.

The new abolition organ, returning 
to the question of the alleged delinquency i f 
our conservative Congressmen touching the 
figitive negroes of the State, insists that 
Mr. Dawson's amendment was "nothing bit 
a 'conservative' dodge tor mischief, and that 
it conld have done no material good to Ken- 
tucky." This is the organ's deliberate opin- 
ion. 

In support of this opinion, the organ gives 
two reasons. The first is thus stated: 

The object of Dawson was to give an op- 
portunity for Pennsylvania "copperheads" to 
run about the camps to hunt up Pennsylva- 
nians enticed from the State, rjy recruiting 
officers for other States. Dawson and all his 
"conservative" gang knew that the officers of 
the camps could not permit anything of this 
kind, but this was what they wanted. It 
would have led to an utter violation of all mil- 
itary law. The "conservative" destructives 
jumped at Dawson's hook as eagerly as a frog 
does at a red flannel rag. 

In answer to this reason, we have simp'y to 
say that Mr. Dawson's amendment provided 
expresely that the credit due to each State 
under the amendment should be ascertained 
by the Secretary of War. So the first reason 
vanishes. 

The second reason is stated thus, in the hy- 
perbolical language to which the organ is ad- 
dicted: 

But the stupidity of the amendment is yet 
more manifest in this. Pennsylvania could 
ebut out recruiting agents for other States 
from ber domain, as Illinois, Indiana, and 
Ohio did, but Dawson's amendment would 
have opened tbe door and left the States to 
run a muck among the military camps, hunt- 
ing up stray recruits. 

Taking from this reason the part which be- 
longs to tbe first reason, there remains the 
allegation that the amendment was unneces- 
sary as respects Pennsylvania, because she, 
like Illinois, Indiana, and Ohio, could shut 
out the recruiting agents of other States. To 
this part of a reason, we reply, first, that 
Pennsylvania, like Illinois, Indiana, and Ohio, 
did shut out the recruiting agents of other 
States, but that notwithstanding large num- 
bers of her citizens are in the military organi- 
zations of neighboring States, as are also large 
numbers of the citizens of Illinois, Indi- 
ana, and Ohio, wherefore the amendment was 
not unnecessary as respects Pennsylvania; 
and, secondly, that, if the amendment had 
been unnecessary as respects Pennsylvania, it 
would have been on that account a >n j 
the lees important to Kentucky, which, 
according to the estimate of this organ, 
has seven or eight thousand negroes in 
the military organizations of other States, 
and only a few hundred of the white 
men of other States in her own military or- 
ganizations. So vanishes the remnant of the 
second reason. And tbe organ gives no other 
reason. 

Accepting the organ's own argumentation, 
therefore, Mr. Dawson's amendment would 
have saved Kentucky about seven thousand 
Eutjocts of conscription, and would have 
werked no mischief whatever to anybody. 
So much for the organ's attempt to depreciate 
the amendment. 

Now for the organ's attempt to exculpate 
the radical members of our delegation in op- 
posing this amendment and in not offering 
any other on the point. Here is the attempt: 

The Journal ingeniously asks why the radi- 
cal Congressmen from Kentucky did not at- 
tend to the negro interests. These gentlemen 
are national representatives, who, having 
weighty responsibili ies on their shoulders, 
have something else to think about than ne- 
groes. They were not "set for the defence" 
of slavery, but, inasmuch as their copperhead 
colleagues knew ot no other public interest, 
thought of nothing else, talked of nothing 
else, and acted upon no other measures, the 
radicals felt a delicacy about invading the 
Eden of the copperhead. It would have been 
an assumption on their part of the divinejire- 
rogativesot the negro-ocracy, which belong 
only to tbe copperheads. 

Of course this is giving up the case, and 
certainly not in a way the most becoming an 
earnest and candid disputant, though we are 
not aware that the organ professes to be such 
a disputant. We did not, as the organ says, 
atk "why the radical Congressmen from Ken- 
tucky did not attend to the negro interests." 
The negro interests, the organ itself being 
the judge, are not especially the interests in- 
volved. "But for the conduct of Kentucky 
'conservatives' in Congress," said the organ, 
in opening the case, applying the emphasis of 
italics, "thousands of citizens would have been 
compensated for their negroes, and the State 
could have filled her quota with the number of 
negroes who have run off and filled the 
quotas of other States and not a white 
mau would have been drafted in the State." 
Such are the interests involved as defined 
by the organ itself. They are not the negro 
interests. They are the white interests. We 
.asktd the organ why the radical Congress- 
men did not attend to these interests. The 
reader has seen its answer. "These gentle- 
men are national representatives, who, hav- 
ing weighty responsibilities on their shoul- 
ders, have something else to think absut" ! 
It was beneath their dignity to introduce or 
support an amendment, which, if we may 
credit this organ, would have secured the 
filling of the quota of Kentucky without the 
drafting of a single white man ; thongh it was 
not beneath their dignity to vote against such 
an amendment when it was introduced by a 
conservative from Pennsylvania and voted 
for by their conservative colleagues. They 
were too national in their feelings and avoca- 
tions to support the intere ts of the Common- 
wealth but not too national to oppose them ! 
Such is the toil into which we have driven 
the organ. 

It first charged the conservative members of 
our delegation with criminally neglecting 
these interests, characterizing the charge as 
"overwhelming" and •'withering." We 
showed that the conservative members had 
not neglected these interests, assuming that 
there is really anything in the case, but had 
endeavored to protect them, in opposition to 
the endeavor of the radicals, whose endeavor 
triumphed; whereupon we turned upon the 
radicals the battery or blunderbuss which the 
organ had loaded for the conservatives, adding 
an extra charge such as the turn justified, and 
and fired it into the radical ranks. The result 
is that the organ rises on' one elbow, and, in 
the melancholy periphrasis above-cited, gasps 
out that "nobody is hurt." But we have be- 
stowed upen this matter a great deal 
mere space than it deserves. Tne thing is 
worthy of attention only as showing that 
when a journalist or "any other man" goes 
off at half-cock, he Generally shoots himself 
cr Lis nearest friends or bath. We respect- 
fully advise the new organ to bo hereafter a 
little more careful in loading and aiming as 
well as in pulling the trigger. 



The abolition organ in this city, re- 
letting to the charges cf the conservatives 
egaicst Mr. Lincoln, says: 

With 6inglenesi of aim and complete disre- 
gard of public interest, be is pushing fji ward 
Lis personal gains. The constitution is 
neither an obstacle nor a guide to him. *He 
puts it aside as an absolute monarch wouli. 
The restoration ot the Union, if, indeed, that 
enters into his motives at all, is incidental to 
these more central and private aims. These 
are the charges. If these are true, Mr. Lin- 
coln has but one living match in perfidy and 
the betrayal of public tru9ts — Louis Napole- 
on i always excepting the scoundrels who sat 
in the national nest in 1360, hatching their 
coekatiice egg of rebellion). If it be true, he 
deserves instant impeachment in office and 
trial for high treason. 

We subscribe to this. The organ proceeds: 
What remedy or rescue do they propose? 
Why to duck and bob and worry along till 
next November, and then try to vote him out 
of office? It was just the other day the House 
voted an additional $20,000,000 to him, and 
did it with such haste and unanimity that 
even Mr. Brooks didn't have time to say nay. 
Where were the tyrant tamers? What are 
they about? Here is this awful tyranny 
strengthening itself on all sides every day, 
and their only opposition to it re3t3 upon the 
remote hope of possible contingency of poll- 
ing a strong vote against it six months hence. 
Does anybody suppose that unblushing usurp- 
er with the most magnificent army in Chris- 
tendom at his command will allow himself to 
be tKddlfd out ot bi3 audacious schemes for 
empire by the ballot-box juggle? He is not 
vity well up in the "mnrper business" if he 
dees. 

This, it will be seen, is an invitation on be- 
half of the abolition spider, urging the con- 
servative 9y to walk into the abolition parlor, 
so that he may be crushed and devoured under 



the highest advantages. By the phrase abo- 
lition parlor we mean the space outside of tte 
constitution which is inclosed with bayonet* 
under Mr. Lincoln's control. We venture on 
behalf of the proposed victim to decline the 
Invitation, not merely from prudential con- 
siderations, however, but from devotion to the 
Union and the Constitution as well. We do 
not agree with the bearer of this extraor- 
dinary invitation that revolution is 
the course which consistency and duty 
point out to the conservatives of the country. 
Very far from it. Consistency and duty alike 
point out to the conservatives the course of 
constitutional action which they are now res- 
olutely pursuing with no thought of leaving 
it. While supporting the government in its 
struggle against armed rebellion, with a fidel- 
ity which this organ derides b it cahoot 
deny, the conservatives will be neither tempt- 
ed nor taunted into unlawful resistance to 
the arbitrary acts and principles of Mr. Lin- 
coln. Tl.ey propose to resist or correct his 
usurpations under the consti'u'ioc mi no- 
where else. The constitution is effectual 
enough for them. Their chosen weipon is 
the ballot-box. They mean to stick tj i'. It 
would doubtless suit the purposes as w«ll 
as the principles of the abolitionists, 
if the conservatives were to sally out 
of the fortress of the constitution and 
descend into the plain of revolution, 
where "the ballot-box juggle" is no.v un- 
known cr known only as a juggle indeed; 
but it would not suit either the purposes or 
the principles of the conservatives. No I if 
Mr. Lincoln in November sets aside the bal- 
lot-box with the bayonet, he must do it with- 
out any occasion furnished by the conserva- 
tives, and face the consequences no w and here- 
after. And we charge the bearer of this 
invitation so to inform him. 

Before we take leave of the Journal, we 
would fain know why it calls our Saturday's 
leader "coarse and discourteous," imputes to 
it "froth and fury," gives us the pleasant 
choice between "cuttlefish and fool, when 
that article contained not a single passionate 
or vituperative expression, except that we 
spoke ot the "hypocritical cant" of the Jour- 
nal in the winter of 1861, when it taunted the 
rebels with "stealing empty torts and full 
mints," and at the same time protested vio- 
lently against a shot being fired in defence of 
those forts and mints. — Louisville Press. 

YeB, this isalll exceptthis: "Wanting the 
courage to commit treason in the interest of 
slavery, the Journal and its friends desired 
nevertheless to profit by the treason commit- 
ted by others." Perhaps we ought to add that 
yon nicknamed the Journal a copperhead or- 
gan in the first sentence of the article. All 
this is all! O injured pink of courtesy and re- 
fisement.

Railroad Accident.— A frightful accident 
occurred on the Nashville Railroad Monday 
night, near Cave City. The down train was 
loaded with a rf Rircent of soldiers. When on 
the heavy giade known as Dividing Ridge, 
the hind cars became uncoupled from the 
front, and were let": some distance in the rear. 
The engineer checked the speed of the engine, 
intending to allow the rear cars to overtake 
the front, in coming down the grade, and thus 
*ten the conplicgs. The heavy grade give 
a greater impetus to the cars than was antici- 
pated, and they came on with great speed, 
striking the forward portion of the train with 
violence, and completely wrecking the car- 
riages sustaining the immediate force of the 
shock. One of the. soldiers was killed out- 
right, two wounded so badly that they died 
in a few hours, and twenty-eight more or less 
injured — some of them quite severely. A 
brakesman had three of his ribs broken. The 
regiment was Col. Stewart's— the 2d Indiana 
Cavalry, if we mistake not. The wreck was 
cleared from the road in time to permit the 
regular passiDg of the trains yesterday. 

Bkknitt'sGakg.— A hurriedly written note 
from Morganfield, Union county, Ky., daterl 
on Thursday last, informs us that Capt. 
Brown succeeded in coming up with Ben- 
nett's thieving gang on the preceding morn- 
ing;, when a sharp fight ensued. The robbers 
were completely routed with a loss of several 
prisoners, amoDg them two chiefs styling 
themselves Capt N. Smith and Lieut. Con- 
rad. . The lawless desperado Capt. Cook wa3 
with the gang but succeeded in making his 
escape. Our forces were in hot pursuit. On 
the 23d sit., the Evansville Times says, the 
gang visited the farm of Mr. N. D. Terry, of 
Henderson, situated on Green River, and 
helped themselves to two horses. On Monday 
they were at Morganfield, where the Circuit 
Court was in session. They went in and 
calltatFfor a militia officer named Fombell. 

Judge protested against the disturbance 
to the Court, and Bennett arrested him. Fom- 
bell then came forward, took an oath and gave 
bond, when Bennett released both him and 
the Judge. 

Accidints asd Inqusts.— An inquest wea 
held yesterday evening on board the steamer 
Fort Wayne, lying at the foot of Fourth 
street, over the body of Edward Quinley, who 
was accidentally killed by being crushed be- 
eatb a barge end the boat incoming throngh 
the canal. The jury rendered a verdict ia ac- 
cordance with the above facts. 

An old man, aged about eighty years, name 
unknown, while walking in the Main street 
road, in the eastern district, just beyond the 
bridge, was rnn over by a two-horse wagon, 
last evening, and killed. The wagon was 
driven by David T. Edwards, of Shelby 
county. The horses were frightened, and 
moving at a rapid pace. Mr. Edwards exert- 
ed himself to check them, but was unable to 
do so in time to prevent the accident. An in- 
quest was held over the body. 



Concert dt Ernest Zoeller. — We are 
gratified to learn that this young and talented 
pianist will be introduced .to the Louisville 
.public next Monday evening, when a concert 
will be given at the Masonic Temple. Our 
musical friends may anticipate a programme 
on the occasion rich in classic selections, and 
gems from the best modern composers.

We 
shall likewise be able probably to judge of the 
tone and volume of Messrs. Iliuzen k Ro- 
n's piano- fortes, if they happen to have 
ofS^n hand, which their numerous and fast 
increasSag orders render a matter of some un- 
certainty. 

Barracks News.— The receipts at the bar- 
racks yesterday were two hundred and ten 
convalescents and stragglers, and thirty-five 
deserters from various points. The transfers 
ere ferty-nine stragglers and twenty-four 
■serters to Nsshville, and two to Bowling 
Green. Six prisoners, under sentence of 
court-martial, were forwarded to Bowling 
Green to have the sentence of each carried 
Into effect. They are required to labor on 
fortifications. One battalion, of the 10th 
Kentucky cavalry, numbering three hundred 
and twenty men, were furnished transporta- 
tion to the front. No important arrests were 
made on the street. 



Circuit Codbt.— The proceedings in the 
Jefferton County Circuit Court, yesterday, 
were unimportant. The cases of Wm. Church, 
Michael Carroll, Isaac Forst, Jacob E:khardt, 
Phil. Sweitzer, Louisa Finley, and Chas. 
White (f. m. c), were called and continued. 
John Lahay's case was dismissed. The par- 
ties that were arrested with him are held to 
answer to the charge. In the case3 of Mary 
Feecey and Constance Diugherty, charged 
with larceny, the plea of nolle prosequi was 
entered.

Moran, J. McOune, and G. Bennett (f. m. c.) 

Axcidint. — The passenger train from Lex- 
rton, due Monday evening at 7 o'clock, ar- 
rrT%^t2>2 o'clock yesterday morning. The 
delay wnfccansed by the baggage car running 
off the track seven miles from Fraikfort, and 
half a mile beyond North Benson. Nobody 
was hurt. The most serious result attending 
e accident was the loss of time occasioned 
the delay. 

Since the above was in type, we learn that 
Daniel Sullivan, a brakesman, was so badly 
injured by the accident that he died at 1 o'clock 
yesterday af'crnoon. He was^a resident of this 
city. . 

Court jiaetial — The Court met at ten 
o'clock yesterday morniDg. Captain Patrick 
Dwyer, 40th ccmpaay, 2d battalion, V. R. C, 
was arraigned on the charge of disobedience 
of orders. The specification states that the 
Captain refused to obey a summons from Cap- 
tain Grant, Juige Advocate, to appear as a 
witness before a geaeral court-martial.

Tho charge, conduct to 
the Drejudice of gcad order and military dis- 
cipline, preferred against Edwin Wentworth, 
company K, ISth regiment, V. R. C, was then 
taken up aLd disposed of; when the court ad- 
journed until ten o'clock to day.

XXXVIIITH COSGKESS-FIB8T SESSION. 

Washington, May 3. 

BISATl. 

Mr. Fessenden reported froai the Finance 
Committee the Army Appropriation bill, as 
annulled by the Hons?, and asked for a Com- 
mittee of Conference, wbbh wasagresi to. 

Mr. Harlan reported a bill to dispose ot coal 
lands ar.d town property on oubic domain. 

Mr. Sherman called up the resolution, that 
a quorum of Senators ehall constitute a ma- 
jority of the Senators present, duly qailiSed. 
After some debate, the subject was made the 
special order lor 12 o'clock to-morrow. 
"The House joint resolution, appropriating 
$25,000,000, for the pay of one hundred day 
troops, was passed, 23 to 14. 

After many unsuccessful attempts to obtain 
a quorum, to bear the Senates amendments 
to the bill establishing a bureau of military 
justice, the Senate adjourned. 

HOUSE. 

Mr. Schenck.from tbe Committe of Military 
Affairs, reported a bill that on and after the 
1st of May next, the pay of privates in arms 
shall be increased from thirteen to sixteen 
dollars a month, and that of non-commission- 
ed officers as follows: Corporals $18, Ser- 
geants $20, Orderly Sergeant $21, Sergeant- 
Msjor $2G per month; clerks to paymasters 
$120 per month, kc. 

Gen. Schenck moved the previous question, 
and was about to explain the bill, -when Mr. 
Cox asked bis colleague to withdraw the de- 
mand eo as to allow him to amend the bill by 
increasing the pay of private soldiers to $18 
per month, and non-commissioned officers to 
$20; even tbis would not be enough to keep 
pace with increase iu price of the necessaries 
of life, for the families of the soldier?. His, 
(Cox's) friends on his side of the House 
offered this in good faith. Mr. Schenck de- 
clined to comply, having been instru:ted by 
his committee to vote for the present bill. 

Mr. Daweon appealed to Mr. Schenck. He 
was Chairman of the Democratic caucus, and 
desired to offer that which that caucus had 
agreed to offer for soldiers. 

Mr. Schenck replied if the Democratic cau- 
cus were more numerous than the Union 
caucus, they could vote down the motion for 
the previous question. 

Mr. Schenck proceeded to explain the bill 
with the Senate, both houses having acted 
upon the propositions to equalize tbe pay of 
the white and colored soldiers. The Com- 
mittee on Milirtry Affairs had principally 
confined themselves to the increasing of pay. 
Ia the course of his remirks he said it was 
proposed to amend a former law, so that offi- 
cers may have leave of absence for ciu3es 
other then sickness and wounds, without de- 
duction of pay or allowance, and that ab- 
fence shall not exceed|30 days in any year. 
The rolls of 18G1 are revised making a reluc 
ti <n of $1 39 a month. This took away 
nothing essential to the soldier's comfort and 
Eubsistrnce, and gave him supplies equal to 
any soldier in the wotld and twice as much 
as those af Jeff. Davis. In tbe aggregate the 
Government will have considerable, while 
the roldicr is paid six times as much iu cain. 
The bill was passed unanimously, there be- 
ing 135 yeas. 

Mr. Stevens reported from the committee 
on ways and means the several amendments 
to. the navy appropriation bill, and the house 
concurred in these, appropriating E67enty-two 
millioi dollars for the completien of sixteen 
screw steamer sloops, $ 1,000,000 for the pur- 
chase and repairing of vesse's for Western 
waters, and $2,000,000 for purchasing and 
chartering vsssels for blockading purposes. 

Tbe Senate struck out the appropriation of 
$73,000 for the purchase of land adjoining the 
Charleston Davy-yard, and in the amendment 
the Committee on Waysand MeariB concurred. 

Mr. Hoiman moved a reduction otthe appro- 
priation to $6,0000, showing that this was 
the value of the property last autumn. 

Mr. Stevens explained thecircnmstaics un- 
der which this subject come before the com- 
mittee OB waj a and means. The appropria- 
tion was lecommended by all the command- 
ants who had bten at the yard, by Admiral 
Smith, of tbe burea of the yards ani docks, 
and Secretary Wtlles, all of whom consider 
the purchase of the property necessary for gov- 
ernment uses. 

Mr. Dixon of Rhode Inland said that on t' e 
breaking out of the rebellion the Academy 
was removed to Newport by the Sscretary of 
t le Navy. Thesnme authority which removed 
it can restore it. The academic year will 
commence in Seplembe-, 1804, and if an occa- 
sion shouid occur for its removal before that 
time it would doubtless be done. 

Mr. Stevens of Pennoylvaniasaid that New- 
port was a large and fashionable place ; and, 
with all its vices, waa an unfit place for a 
youcg man. It is always better to have semi- 
naries of learning in a small village, where 
there are bnt few temptations. 

The debate was continued, those opposed 
to the appropriation regarding it as a specu- 
lation. 

The House concurred in the Senate's 
amendment by a vote of 1G to 38. 

The House then concurred in the Senate's 
amendment providing that no money appro- 
priated for tbe Naval Academy shall be an- 
plied for the support of any midshipman who 
s i,l I not hereafter be appointed in strict con- 
formity with the law. 

The House next considered tho Senate's 
amendment providing tbat the Naval Acade- 
my shall be re-established at Annapolis, a3 it 
was at first, before the commencement of the 
next academic year. The amendment was 
concurred in. Annapolis is a small village. 
aLd just about tbe right size. By retaratng 
to Annapolis the Government will save seven- 
ty -five or a hundred thousand dollars a year. 

The House resumed the consideration of 
the bill guaranteeing a republican form ot 
government to States subadivided or over- 
thrown by the rebellion. 

Mr. Pike, of Maine, prefaced his remarks 
by sajing th.-.t all our efforts should be di- 
rected to the tuppression of the rebellion. 
There never was a more disgraceful record 
than that made by tbe leaders of the Demo- 
cratic party during the last four years. Tho 
rebellion was inaugurated under the Demo- 
cratic adminiatra'ion, with its patronage 
and current stimulated and encouraged by 
the promise of the Northern Democrats, aad 
now kept alive by the hope that tha same 
pnrty will come to their assistance. The 
course of the Democrats was doing more for 
the lebtlllon than our defeats on tbe field. 
While the Democrats held President Lincoln 
to a strict account, and charged him with 
violating the constitution, they have no coo> 
plaint lo utter against the rebels whosettLe 
constitution at dtfiacce. They want to ren- 
der him powerless to punish traitors. In con- 
clusion be said slavery must close with the 
la9t struggle of the rebels. 

,i '.: 7. m May 3. 

The American's special Annapolis letter 
states that the flag-of-truce steamer New 
York arrived at the Naval Academy Wharf 
yesterday morning from City Point with 34 
pnrollcd officers and 3G4 men; and, such was 
the condition of the latter, tbat every mm of 
them was admitted to hospital; 150 ot them 
had to be carried from the boat. Their looks 
and words abundantly showed that tbeir mis- 
erable condition has been produced by starva- 
tion, and many are undoubtedly past the 
reach of medical skill. Among the officers 
is Col. Ro^e, of the TTth Pennsylvania Regi- 
mt-nt, who was chief engineer of the tunnel 
by wnich so many of our officers esc sped in 
February last, he having been recaptured. 

Wasdisgton, Mfy 3. 

The Senate Naval Commit ee are cons d<r- 
irg the propriety of increasing the pay men's 
to constructors of ironclad vessels, provided 
tbe work can speedily be completed. 

Muchdamagv has been done in this vicini- 
ty by a violent rain storm, which continued 
all last night. Ail the army operations must 
b« suspended. 

The House Naval Committee endsavorsdto 
decide upon a site for a new navy yard. 

To-rxorrow morning it is expected the 
Ci.mrr.ittec on Elections will make a report on 
the Blair correspondence.

Memphis, Mey 2— via Cairo 31. 

Several arrests were made to-day of par ie* 
< 1 arged with smuggling contraband goods t? 
Forrest. Tbe execution of-Smith last Friday 
tnd tbe condemnation of another man yester- 
day for this offence, give significance to 
these arrests. Gen. Washburne is determined 
to break up smuggling in this city.

THE EMPIRE OF MEXICO. 

The Archduke Maximilian at last has de- 
finitively declared his acceptance of the 
crown offered him in Mexico by Loula Na- 
poleon, and ere this is crossing the Atlantic 
to his coronation. The foreign mail just re- 
ceived brings a full account of the reception 
of the Mexican deputation at Miramar, on 
Sunday, April 10th, and the accompanying 
ceremonies. Tin reply of the Archduke is 
as follows: 

ernes ©» thi abohdukb. 

"After a mature examination of the act of 
acceptance of the Mexican Grown which you 
hare submitted to me, I have come to the 
conviction that the resolution of the Mexican 
notables has been confirmed by an over-rul- 
ing majority of the inhabitants of that conn- 
country. Such being the case, the first of 
the conditions for which I stipulated on the 
3d October has been fulfilled. The second 
Condition — that a guarantee of the indepen- 
dence and welfare of the country should be 
placed on a firm basis — has been secured by 
the Emperor Napoleon, who throughout has 
been animated by a spirit of sincerity and 
kindness which I shall never forget. The 
illustrious head of my family has also given 
his consent. I now solemnly declare my ac- 
ceptance of the erotrn you have offered to 
me. Mexico is entitled to select a govern- 
ment corresponding to her wishes and her 
requirements. This confidence shall not be 
misplaced. I assume the constitutional 
power intrusted to me by the nation. I will 
retain it so long as it may be necessary to 
establish a state of legal order, and com- 
pletely to organise liberal institutions. I 
shall hasten to place tho monarchy under the 
authority of constitutional laws, so soon as 
pacification of the country shall be accom- 
plished. Executive power strictly defined 
is better secured than when a matter of un- 
certainty; and I will define it in such a man- 
ner as shall be a guarantee of the stability 
of the government. I hope to be enabled to 
prove that well regulated liberty is compati- 
ble with order. I will also uphold with 
equal energy the flag of independence. I 
desire the assistanco of every Mexican to 
support me in accomplishing my splendid 
task. Union will make us strong. My gov- 
ernment, I repeat it, will not forget the grat 
itude due to the illustrious Prince by wnom 
alone the regeneration of Mexico has been 
rendered possible. On my journey to Mexico 
I shall vihit Rome, to receive the blessing of 
the Holy Father, which to me is doubly i m- 
portant." 

Thus all doubt in regard to the sincerity 
of the French Emperor in proposing a crown 
is finally disposed of, though what may be 
his ulterior design time alone can reveal. 
The purpose originally formed has been car- 
ried out thus far with unyielding persistence, 
notwithstanding the vehement opposition of 
the French Legislative Corps, and military 
obstacles of no ordinary magnitude, and we 
now have fairly initiated a programme seem- 
ingly fraught with momentous consequences, 
not merely as concerns the Mexican people, 
but other governments hitherto in friendly 
alliance. 

The following, from the Memorial Diplo- 
matique, explains the embarrassments attend- 
ing the acceptance of Maximilian, also the 
relations he will sustain to the House of 
Hapsburg, as occupant of a Mexican throne. 
By a law adopted in the reigning family of 
Austria, every Archduchess contracting mar- 
riage signs an act of renunciation, by which 
she engages not to raise for herself or for her 
descendants of either sex any pretension to 
the eventual succession to the throne, or to 
any participation la tho endowments raised 
on the patrimonial property, or the inheri- 
tances which might fall in ab iiUestnlo: 

"Until now these acts of renunciation had 
only occurred on the marriage of the arch- 
duchesses. The acceptation of a foreign 
crown by an archduke is a fact without pre- 
cedent in the annals of the house of Elaps- 
burg. Was it advisable to subject the archduke 
to the above mentioned law? A family coun- 
cil which was assembled during the last stay 
of the archduke in Vienna took the question 
into consideration. Different considerations 
caused the majority of its members to decide 
in the affirmative. The Archduke Maximil- 
ian is the first agnate. As such, if, which 
Heaven forbid, the Kmperor Francis Joseph 
should die without a male heir, ho would 
be called on by right to the succession to the 
throne. There was so little time after the 
return of the archduke to Vienna from Brus- 
sels, where he received the final vote of the 
Mexican nation, that it was not possible to 
make all the family arrangements before the 
time fi st fixed for receiving the deputation. 
He was therefore called on to give his adhe- 
sion to a copy of the acts of renunciation 
which the archduchesses usually signed pre- 
vious to their marriage, and which had al- 
ways hitherto remained in the same form. In 
the precipitation which circumstances ren- 
drea necessary, the great difference between 
an archduke accepting a foreign crown and 
an archduchess marrying a foreign prince 
had been oveilooked. Every princess by her 
marriage ceases to belong to the imperial fam 
ily, and loses her quality of agnate to sue h 
an extent that her heirs are ouly entitled to 
the title of cognates. The Archduke Maxi- 
milian, on the contrary, still retained his ti- 
tle of first agnate after accepting the sceptre 
of Montezuma. This consideration justifies 
the objections which the archduko raised 
against the document submitted for his sig- 
nature. Negotiations were found necessary 
to bring matters to an arrangement. As re- 

fards the former, the wording of the act has 
een completely changed, in order not ouly 
to remove whatever might wound the [irin'ces 
feelings, but also to mention the sponta- 
neousness of his resolution. As regards the 
substance, the Prince, having firmly resolved 
to devote himself to the destinies of the peo 
pie which ha*, chosen him, renounces for him- 
self and his heirs, of both sexes, all right to 
the eventual succession to the throne of Aus- 
tria, so long as the new Mexican dynasty 
shall continue to reign. The renunciation is 
therefore not absolute. In declaring that the 
effects of his renunciation will continue so 
long as his dynasty shall reign he implicitly 
deprives himi-elf of tho right of abdicating, 
except under the pressure of causes indepen- 
dent of his will. He also engages to respect 
accomplished facts in the interior of the Aus- 
trian monarchy. After leaving, if during his 
absence one of his brothers should be called on 
to succeed to the throne, he would recognize 
him as legitimate sovereign. We have no 
need to point out the extent of the conces- 
sions at the point of view of Mexican inter- 
ests. Butthatis not all; the Archduke has 
made other sacrifices; he has abandoned the 
half of his apenage, and the whole of his 
rights of succession ab intettato. The future 
Empress, as archduchess, received a sum of 
20,000 florins (50,000 fr.) as pin money; wish- 
ing to join in the disinterestedness of her 
august husband, she has also renounced that 
income. Finally, the difficulties of which 
we have just pointed out the origin and ihe 
conclusion, will have, on the whole, only 
served to place more in relief the noble and 
generous character of the Archduko." 

COMMENTS OF THE ENGLISH TRESS. 
[Firm tbo London Times.] 
An empire of Mexico has now been added 
to the States of the world. The new sov- 
ereign took his departure yesterday for the 
seal of his government, and with his arrival 
will commence one of the most retnark- 
ablo experiments in the Jiistory of our own 
time. It would be mere folly to disguise the 
extraordinary incidents of this unexampled 
event. One of the great powers of the Old 
World hat, occupied with an armed force, 
and in spite of resolute opposition, the coun- 
try and capital of an American State, has 
transformed its government from a republic 
to a monarchy, has introduced a prince from 
one of the reigning houses of Europe, and 
continues its aid to the new sovereign dur- 
ing the infancy of his rule. Proceedings 
like these require no light apology, but we 
remain as we have ever been, entirely of 
opinion that the apology is sufficient, and 
that the conduct of France, while perfectly 
justifiable in the eyes of Europe, is calculated 1 
to promote the interest of Mexico and to 
benefit the civilized world. 

(From the Manchester Guardian.) 
For the Mexicans, tberefou, as we have 
Baid, the new empire cannot but be a benefit. 
For their northern neighbors it may, in the 
progress of events, be a benefit also. An al- 
liance between the Emperor of Mexico and 
the Confederate States is an event which can- 
not be called improbable. His own corona 
tion will be so great ar insult to the modes 
of thought common in the United States that 
we cannot hope to avoid the hostility of the 
government at Washington. In the fumre it Is 
quite possible that the friendship of the Con- 
federate States might be of the utmost ser- 
vice to him; it is not unlikely, therefore, that 
he will see the wisdom of securing future 
allies at the price of the help which he could 
so easily render them, by means of his ports 
and the roads into Texas.

To enable the Military Railroads running 
from Nashville to supply more fully the armies 
in the field, the following regulations will 
hereafter be observed: 

I. No citizen nor any private freight what- 
ever will be transported by the raiiniads, save 

hereinafter provided. 

II. Officers travelling under orders, or on 
leave of absonce, sick or furlonghe 1 so! Ii is 
departing from or returning to their regi- 
ments, and small detachments of troops, will 
be transported on the orders of Post Com- 
manders, of Brigadier-General Andre w John- 
son, Military Governor of Tennessee, or of 
the commanding officer of either of the De- 
partments of the Ohio, the Cumberland, or 
the Tennessee, or of tho Military Division of 
the Mississippi. Bodies of troops will not be 
transported by railroads when it is possible 
for them to march, except upon tbe order of 
the commanding officer of some one of tho 
Military Departments above named. Civil 
employes of the various Staff Dup I'menta 
will be transported on the order of the Senior 
and Supervising Quartermaster, Deportment 
ot the Cumberland, at Nashville, TttVL, or 
of the commanding officer of HUH of the 
Military Departments above nnrc e*L Em- 
ployes of the Railroads will be Transported 
on the order of the Superintendent or Chief 
Engineer of the Railroads. 

III. No citiien will bo allowed to travol on 
the Railroads at all. except on the pc-rmU ot 
the Commanding Officer of one of the ta.se 
Military Departments, or of the Military Di- 
vision of the Mississippi, and when their trans- 
portation will not prevent that of any Army 
supplies, of which the proper officer of the 
QuartcrriA&ster's Department will be the. jnrlge, 

IV. Express Companies will beallowndone 
car per day each way, on each Military Road, 
to carry small parcels for soldiers and officers* 
One car per day more on each road, for Sutlers' 
Goods arid Officers' Stores, may be allowed by 
tbe Senior find Supervising Quartermaster at 
Nashville, at his discretion; these cars to be 
furnished by the Express Companies and at- 
tached lo the Passenger Trains. When a suffi- 
cient surplus of stores has been accumulated 
at the front, the Senior and Supervising 
Quartermaster aforesaid may increase- :bis ui- 
ajlowance, but not before. 

V. Stores exclusively lor officers' messes in 
very limited quantities, after dne inspection 
by the Inspecting Officer at Nashville, Tena., 
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of Sutlers Goods, and all private Stores, 
shipped to the front, will be passed free on 
the several roads, on the order of the Senior 
and Supervising Quartermaster, Department 
of the Cumberland! at Nashville, Tenn. 

VI. Horses, Cattle, or other live stock, will 
not be transported by Railroad, except on the 
written order of the Commanding General of 
the Military Division, or of one of the Mili- 
tary Departments. 

VII. Trains on their return trips will be al- 
lowed to bring up private freight, when the 
shipment thereof does not interfere with tne 
full working of the Roads, of which toe Se- 
nior and Supervising Quartermaster at Nash- 
ville will be the judge. 

VIII. Provost Marshals have nothing to do 
with transportation by Railroads. Their 
passes merely mean, that the bearer can go 
from one point to another named in their pats, 
but not necessarily by rail. The Railroads 
are purely for Arniy purposes. 

IX. W hea the Rolling Stock of the Rail- 
roads is increased, or when a duo accumula- 
tion of stores has been made at the front, in- 
creased facilities may be extended to I'issen- 
gers and Private Freight, of which dne notice 
will be given. Until that time, citii-ru aad 
sutlers must use wagons. 

Z. Until the R.tilroad is relieved, all Mili- 
tary Posts within thirty-five miles of Nash- 
ville, and twenty miles of Stevenson, Bridge- 
port, Chattanooga, Huntsville, and Loaion, 
must haul their stores by wagons. 

XI. The General Manager of the Railroads, 
and his dnly-appointed Agents and Conduct- 
ors, will control the trains, and will bo au- 
thorized to call on every passenger for u.s or- 
ders for transportation by Railroad, that they 
may be returned to the General Manager or 
Superintendent. The Military Guard sTlU en- 
force good order, and sustain the AguuU and 
Conductors ef the Roads in their rightful au- 
thority, but will report any mismanagement 
or neglect of duty through their officers to 
these Headquarters. 

XII. Until other arrangements are perfect- 
ed, Commanding Officers, on the request of the 
Railroad Managers, will furnish dcttils for 
providing wood or water at such rxints aa 
may be necessary to supply the Trams. By 
command of Maior-General W. T. Shkrhaji.
